It May Be Performed br * New and 


SncceHfnl Device.

A new way of coaling- war craft at 


eea has just been adopted by the 
United States government. The battle- 
ship Massachusetts has been equipped 
with the apparatus, and its first trial 
has proved a distinct success. 


The fact has been pointed out on a 


great many occasions, not only on this 
side of the Atlantic, but also on fhe 
other, that most of our men-of-war are 
faulty in the matter of coal capacity, 
or of facilities for coaling. Among the 


.rly experiments looking towards im- 


provements in coaling at sea are those 
made with the United States Steamship 
Ban Francisco and the United States 
Steamship 
Kearsage. 
These 
two 


vessels, while steaming, 200 feet apart, 
at a speed of four knots per hour, 


and the coal transferred from the 
collier to the deck of the battleship. 
The device in question is known as the 
Temper-ley transporter, and consists of 
a suspended I beam, with a novel form 
of hoisting- and conveying 
carriage, 


traveling along it. It is operated by a 
simple winch and forms a sortof crane, 
first lifting the coal from the hatches 
of the colliers vertically, then carrying 
it along an incline of about 13 degrees 
until the load reaches its destination 
The carriage is a eelf-locking affair 
which travels on the lower flange of the 
beam and is capable of traveling its 
entire length. The beam is pitched at 
a sufficient angle to allow the carriage 
to run in one direction by means of 
gravity, and the single hoisting rope on 
the barrel of the winch serves to operate 
the carriage and hoist the load. The 
rope from the drum is led about a 
sheave-wheel to tlie point of suspension 
of the beam, from there to apully at the 


transferred coal from one to the other. 
The appliance employed consisted of a 
cable stretched from a high point in the 
trailing boat to a lower point in the 
towing vessel. An elevator was em- 
ployed to raise sacks of coal on the 
Kearsage, which uas the trailing boat, 
and they were allowed to run by grav- 
ity on a light trolley along the sus- 
pended cable until they reached tlie 
San Francisco. The record made at 
that time showed a possibility of thus 
transferring 15 tons of coal per hour, 
although no such amount was ever 
actually delivered. 
One record pub- 


lished showed that the time of travel 
from the pole head of the Kearsag-e to 
the San Francisco was 14 seconds, and 
the full time of hoisting and sending 
over ten bags was about 21 minutes,, 
giiing a rate of delivery of only about 
8 2-3 tons per hour. Of course there ib 
no reason why two trolleys should not 
be working at the same time, which 
would double the rute. The fact, how- 
ever, that this appliance was not 
adopted shows that there vms some- 
thing lacking in it, and it is probable 
that the low capacity of the machine 
was what caused it to be rcjoctc-d, 


A few years later expel iments were 


made by the British admiralty on this 
question of coaling. They did not at- 
tempt to take coal from a trailing ves- 
sel, but from one alongside at a dis- 
tance of from 20 to 30 feet. Of course 
it was necessary for such coaling opera- 
tions to be carried on in comparatively 
smooth water. In the first experiment 
the appliance was fitted to ihe collier,

nor the United States seem to be eble 
to explain the cause of so curious a 
picture. 


higher end of the btam, passing around 
a sheave at that point, through the car 
riage und down tu the load; at this end 
is fastened a hook to which the bags ol 
coal are attached. 


In operation, supposing the carriage 


is at the lower end of the beam, where 
it is locked automatically to one of the 
stops on the under side of the beam, 
the locking gear of the carriage will be 
in the position shown in Fig. 1. After 
the hoist rope is drawn in by the winch, 
the load rises at the full speed of the 
rope until it strikes the carriage, when 
a fastening of the rope is automatically 
hooked to the carriage; at the same in- 
stant the carriage is detached from the 
beam stop. The carriage, \\iththeload 
firmly locked, ther- travels up the in- 
cline beam. At every fhe feet a stop 
is located, at any one of which, by play- 
ing out the hoist rope, the carriage may 
be stopped and locked. The load is at 
the same instant released and falls ver- 
tically to the deck of the boat. Simply 
paying out and hauling in the line un- 
der the direction of the signal man is 
all that is required to operate the ma- 
chine successfully. 


If tlie boat happens to be rolling, al- 


tering the incline to 30 degrees, the ma- 
chine works just as well. Vessels coal- 
ing in the harbor, or while on duty in 
a blockade, could have coal boats towed 
to them from which the coal could be 
rapidly transferred. 
Forty tons per 


hour has actually been handled in this 
machine, and with two or three of them 
working at the same time the capacity 
would be multiplied in proportion. 


There was plenty of sunlight, 
the 


photographer's back was to the sun, 
and ihere was nothing to disturb the 
camera during the photographic proc- 
ess.

A FIRE CAPTAIN'S HEROISM. 
Hi. Health Completely Wrecked hr 


Heroic Effort i In Savior Life. 


Ill the chief's quarters of the Four- 


teenth battalion np in Wakeficld there 
sits to-day a man, still young in years, 
who in his maimed body but unbroken 
spirit bears such testimony to the 
quality of New York's fire-fighters as 
the brave Bresnan and his comrade did 
in their death. Thomas J. Ahearn led 
bis company as captain to a fire in the 
Consolidated gas works on the east 
side. He found one of the buildings 
ablaze. Far towards the rear, at the 
end of a narrow lane, around which the 
fire swirled and arched itself, white and 
wicked, lay the body of a man—dead, 
said the panic-stricken crowd. His suf- 
ferings had been brief. A ivorse fate 
threatened all unless the fire was quick- 
ly put out. 
There were underground 


reservoirs of naphtha—the ground was 
honeycombed with them—that might 
explode at any moment with the fire 
raging overhead. The peril was instant 
and great. Capt. Ahearn looked at the 
body, and saw it stir. The "watch-chain 
upon the man's vest rose and fell as if 
he were breathing. 


"He is not dead," he said. "I am 


going to get that man out." And he 
crept down the lane of fire, unmindful 
of the hidden dangers, seeing only the 
man who was perishing. 
The flames 


scorched him; they blocked his way; 
but lie came through nlive, and brought 
out his man, so badly hurt, however, 
that he died in. the hospital that day. 
The board of fire commissioners gave 
Ahearn the medal for bravery, and 
made him chief. Within a year lie all 
but lost his life in a gallant attempt to 
save the life of a child thai was sup- 
posed to be pennod in a burning Riv- 
ington street tenement. Chief Ahearn'a 
quarters were near by, and he was first 
OB the ground. A desperate man con- 
fronted him in the hallway. "My child! 
my child!" he cried, and wrung his 
hands. "Save him! 
He is, in. there.'' 


lie pointed to the back room. It wap 
black with smoke. 
In the front room 


the fire was raging. Crawling on hands 
anrl feet, the chief made his way into 
the room the man had pointed out. He 
grouped under the bed, and in it, but 
found no child there. Satisfied that it 
had escaped, he started to return. The 
smoke had grown so thick that breath- 
ing was no longer possible, even at the 
floor. The chief drew his coat over his 
head, and made a dafah forthe hall door. 
He reached it only to find that the 
spring-lock had snapped shut. The 
door-knob burned his hand. The fir« 
burst through from the front room, 
and seared his face. With a last effort, 
be kicked the lower panel out of the 
dour, and put hi.s head through. And 
then he knew no more. 


His men found him lying so when 


they came looking for him. The coat 
was burned off his back, and of his hat 
only the wire rim remained. He lay ten 
months ill the hospital, and came out 
deaf and wrecked physically. 
At the 


age of 4i the board retired him to the 
quiet of the couutry district, with this 
formal resolution, that did the board 
more credit than it could do him. It is 
the only one of its kind upon the de- 
partment books: 


"ItesoIved.That in assigning Battalion 


Chief Thomas J. Ahearn to command 
the Fourteenth battalion, in the newly 
annexed district, the board deems it 
proper to express the sense of obliga- 
tion felt by the board and all good citi- 
zens for the brilliant and meritorious 
services of 
Chief Aliram in the dis- 


charge of duty which will always serve 
as an example and an inspiration to our 
uniformed force, and to express the 
nope that his future years of service at 
B, less arduous post may be as com- 
fortable and pleasant as his former 
years have been brilliant and honor- 
able.—Jacob Itiis, in Century.

SCIENCE OF GRAFTING. 


It I&nabled Farmers to Rnl«e Two 


CropN on One Vine. 


It has been discovered that tomatoes 


and potatoes may be grown from the 
same stem with tery satisfactory re- 
sults, A series of careful experiments 
has recently been completed near 
Troyes, France, which showb that by 
simply grafting tomatoes to an or- 
dinary potato plant the fruit grown 
will be larger and finer than if grown 
by the ordinary method. A picture of 
one of the new potuto-tonr.ito plants ii 
presented herewith. 


The new plant, strange as it muy ap- 


pear, is not in any sense a freak. It is 
a result that is obtained by accident, 
and cannot, therefore, be reproduced 
at will. The theory of this grafting i.s, 
on the other hand, perfectly simple and 
natural. The potato and the tomato 
belong to the bame general botanic 
family of plants. This general division 
which the botanists have made is called 
the "solanacoe" or, more commonly, the 
"night shades." Among the other mem- 
bers of this family are the tobaccco,

The discovery promises to be of the 


greatest importance in the limited gar- 
den space of Europe.

Is little object in such ecor.onu. but in 
the truck gardens of the Ion countries 
and in France it will c!ou!>11ess prove to 
be an extremely important economical 
discovery. The farmers of these sec- 
tions may nov> raise crops both of to- 
matoes ami potatoes on the same land 
at the same time.
